Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  County  Health  organisation  for  1946.  As  has  been  the 
usual  practice  during  the  war  years  the  report  is  of  an 
‘austerity’  type. 

The  report  deals  with  a  period  during  which  Dr.  Dilys 
Owen  continued,  until  the  12th  September,  1946  as  Acting 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Dr.  Jones-Davies  returned 
from  War  Service  on  the  13th  September,  1946  and  during 
the  year  Mr.  Bufton,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department  and  Mr. 
Meredith,  another  member  of  the  Clerical  Staff  returned  also 
from  serving  in  H.M.  Forces. 

Comment  should  be  made  on  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
which  was  24*7  compared  with  30  for  1945.  Too  great  stress 
should,  perhaps,  not  be  laid  on  this  reduction  as  in  a  County 
with  such  a  small  population  and  consequently  small  number 
of  births,  slight  changes  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
may  produce  large  fluctuations  in  the  mortality  rate.  The 
rate  of  24*7  is,  however,  indictive  of  and  efficient  service  of 
child  care  and  is  highly  gratifying,  especially  when  compared 
with  the  rates  prevailing  even  so  recently  as  thirty  years  ago. 
In  1926  for  example,  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  46  and  in 
1919  (like  1946  the  first  year  of  peace  after  a  world  war)  the 
figure  was  59*4. 

The  members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Committees 
continued  to  give  support  to  the  work  of  the  department 
during  the  year.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Examination  of  milk  samples  and  chemical  examination 
of  water  samples  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans,  B.Sc., 
F.I.C.,  of  Carmarthen,  the  County  Analyst. 

Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis  are  made  at  the  University 
Laboratory,  Birmingham. 

Advantage  has  also  been  taken  of  the  facilities  provided 
by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, set  up  under  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  Aberystwyth,  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  samples. 
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Ambulance  Services. 

Two  ambulances  are  situated  at  Llandrindod  Wells. 
One  at  the  Hospital  and  the  other  at  a  commercial  garage  in 
the  Town.  Both  are  available  for  duty  in  any  part  of  the 
County. 

The  Knighton  Urban  District  Council  maintain  an 
ambulance  for  the  use  of  patients  in  the  Knighton  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts  and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  provide 
ambulances,  staffed  and  maintained  mainly  by  voluntary 
effort,  at  Presteigne  and  Rhayader. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  the  District 
Nurses  of  whom  there  are  22  in  the  County. 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  23,117. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

There  is  no  clinic  or  centre  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Disease  in  the  County  and  such  cases  are  dealt  with 
by  arrangement  with  the  Hereford  C.C.  and  the  Salop  C.C. 
at  their  clinics  at  Hereford  and  Shrewsbury. 


Hospitals. 

There  is  a  Voluntary  General  Hospital  of  40  beds  at 
Llandrindod  'Wells.  A  Hospital  Ward  is  attached  to  the 
Knighton  Institution  which  was  taken  over  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  under  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 


Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation 

Small  and  unsuitable  Isolation  Hospitals  exist  at 
Llandrindod  Wells,  Rhayader  and  Hay,  but  in  fact  these 
were  not  used  during  the  year  and  patients  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases  and  requiring  hospital,  treatment  were 
admitted  to  the  Monkmoor  Isolation  Hospital,  Shrewsbury, 
provided  by  the  Shrewsbury  and  Atcham  Joint  Hospital 
Board.

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Health  Visiting. 

There  are  no  full-time  Health  Visitors  in  the  County 
the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses  of  whom 
there  are  22.  Their  work  is  closely  supervised  by  a  full 
time  County  Nursing  Superintendent.

Orthopaedic  Scheme. 

The  scheme  was  established  in  1927  and  is  centred  on  the 
Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopedic  Hospital,  Oswestry. 
1  his  covers  children  under  school  age,  school  children  and 
adults.  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Llandrindod  Wells, 
and  arrangements  exist  for  patients  to  be  seen  also  at 
Leominster,  Hereford,  Newtown  and  Craven  Arms.  When¬ 
ever  necessary  patients  are  admitted  for  treatment  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Hospital.
